More gentle* 


manly and obliging officers cannot be 
found than Superintendent 
Hewitt 


and 
his 
assistants. 
The people 
of 


Los Angeles valley are 
satisfied 
with 


them, and the Post writer is the first 
traveler whose 
murmur has 
reached 


our ears. 
What we have said of tbe 


managers 
ofour railroads is also true of 


stage companies and stage lines. 
All 


are gentlemanly and accommodating. 
Of course, when a rush 
of passengers 


comes along, 
as frequently 
happens, 


there 
is a little jam, but energetic 


agents and careful, painstaking driv- 
ers soon smooth 
away 
the asperities 


and make all comfortable 
and 
satis- 


fied, except, perhaps, 
a chronic growl- 


er like the Fast's mau. 
To sum up, 


we assert, 
and we believe the travel- 


ing public will bear us out, that with 
the exceptien of the temporary incon- 
veniences of debarkation, 
tbe travel- 


ing facilities of Los Angeles and 
San 


Bernardino vallies, and in fact of all 
other portions of Southern California, 
are equal to those 
of any portion of 


the State. 
And we are improving all 


the time. 
Our railroads 
are 
extend- 


ing North and East, and it willnot be 
long before steamers willland and re- 
ceive their passengers 
at wharves 
in 


Wilmington harbor and Santa

ica. 
When next tbe Post correspond- 


ent comes this way we shall try and 
have him carried over the country in 
a baud-box. 


The Chops?Frost, 
Etc. 


On Monday about 
1 o'clock p. m. a 


North wind came 
sweeping 
over our 


valley,which continued until 7o'clock. 
It seemed 
to wilt away every green 


thing. 
Yesterday morning frost aud 


ice 
were visible on all the low and 


moist grounds. 
We learn that in some 


localities 
tbe 
young 
leaves 
and 


other vegetation were 
fairly cooked. 


It is reported to have been very severe 
in San Jose 
valley, around 
Spadra. 


Much fear isentertained 
for the safety 


of the grape crop and other fruits. 
We 


have 
no doubt that the early fruits 


have all suffered 
considerably; 
per- 


haps, in some localities, the crop ofall 
kind of fruits will be very short, but 
we entertain 
no 
fear for the 
grape 


crop. 
There will be a good crop in 


every part of the valley, except in a 
few vineyards that were pruned early 
in the Winter. 
We have witnessed 


these 
things before, 
and can 
judge 


pretty 
accurately 
of 
the extent of 


damage done. 
We venture the asser- 


tion that our grape - growers around 
this city will gather an average crop 
of grapes. 
The lesson which this cold 


snap teaches will more than 
compen- 


sate them for the loss 
they have 
sus- 


tained, provided they bear it in mind. 
Late 
pruning 
is the best protection 


against late frost. 
We witnessed 
the 


utility of this to our entire satisfac- 
tion in Napa vulley a few years 
ag*>. 


It was the custom of the vineyardists 
in that valley to prune their vines in 
January and the early part of Febru- 
ary. 
The press of other work prevent- 


ed one of our neighbors from pruning 
his vines until late in March. 
The 


consequence 
was that his vines bled a 


great 
deal 
more 
and 
his neigh- 


bors 
supposed 
his 
vineyard 
was 


greatly 
damaged 
and 
that his crop 


must 
necessarily 
be very short that 


season. 
His vines were two or three 


weeks later lv budding out than they 
would have 
been ifpruned 
in Janu- 


ary. 
Some time in April of that year 


there was a flighting frost, Which ut- 
terly destroyed the first crop of grapes 
in all the vineyards in that neighbor- 
hood, except the one that was pruned 
so late. 
That vineyard 
produced 
a 


full crop. 
This was a lesson for the 


farmers 
in that vicinity, for 
a few 


years 
at least. 
We 
do not know 


whether they have kept up the plan 
of late pruning to the present. 
All 


vineyards under good state of cultiva- 
tion will produce 
"every year what is 


called a second crop; 
and if, by acci- 


dent, the first crop is cut short, 
the 


second crop will be the principal one. 
So the vines should be cultivated 
just 


as well as if nothing 
had happened. 


Grapes 
will be 
the result. 
Many 


farmers 
neglect their vineyards after 


the first crop has been nipped by the 
frost. 
They neither cultivate the soil 


nor prune the 
suckers from the vines. 


This i» wrong, for with such 
neglect 


the vines could not produce anything, 
even if there had been no frost. 
Be- 


sides, such neglect 
is very damaging 


to the vines. 
Cultivate your vines 


and aid them to overcome 
the misfor- 


tune as far as possible.

Chavez 
has commenced 
to execute 


his threats. 
On Sunday, the 28th ult., 


at 10 o'clock p. m ,he and two of his 
band rode up to the Station kept by 
Nicholas Littlefield, on the Panamint 
road, 
about 
110 miles out from this 


town. 
Harlting, they asked for corn 


for their horses; next for barley, twen- 
ty-fivepounds of which was furnished 
them and fed 
to their horses. 
They 


then asked ifthey could be served with 
supper; 
were 
told yes. 
Still, they 
were 
slow 
about 
dismounting. 
On 
dismounting, 
they entered the house, 
two of them calling for the drinks, 
Chavez drinking only water. They sat 
down, talking quietly; talked of buy- 
ing a pair of hoots; got a quart bottle 
of whisky; 
occasionally muttered 
in 


Spanish; 
one in broken English again 


asked for supper, while another 
went 
iuto the kitchen. 
Returning from the 
kitchen, the trio talked in Spanish 
a 


moment, 
when they were interrupted 


by tbe appearance 
of an Indian (who 
works around 
the 
house) at the door. 


They invited him in, but he paid no 
attention. 
At this juncture Mr. Nich- 
ols came 
in from 
the kitchen, when 


the three 
Spaniards 
simultaneously 


sprang to their feet, and with cocked 
revolvers 
presented 
at 
the heads 
of 


Messrs. Nichols and Littletield,ordered 
them to throw up their hands, 
speak- 


ing in Spanish and hissing 
out some- 
thingabout 
"Americanos." Both men 
were then tied. 
The robbers 
also at- 


tempted to tie the Indian, but other 
Indians riding up, they let him go, 
when all the Indians 
took to flight. 


The robbers then ransacked 
the money 


drawer and helped themselves 
to goods 
to the total 
amount of $100. 
They 


robbed 
"a la chevalier." 
No abuse; 


no 
violence; 
no 
rough 
overhaul- 


ing in search of plunder. 
While two 
of the bandits were searching 
for the 


cash, the tnird stepped to the door and 
took two Spencer rifles and a shotgun 
from their saddles, placing them near 
the 
door in convenient 
position for 


handling- 
Mr. Nichols asking them 


not to hurt the 
woman, 
Chavez 
re- 


plied quietly, "Nohurt woman; 
mon- 


ey all we want." 
They remained 
in 


the house about an hour. 
On depart- 


ing, one remained 
behind some 
min- 


utes after Chavez and the other robber 
had 
left. 
On mounting he saluted 


Mr. 
Litttlefleld 
with "Adias; 
you 


catch me, maybe." 
Joining his com- 


rades, 
the three started on a gallop on 


the Inyo road. 
They were met a few 


miles from the scene of the robbery by 
several 
teamsters, 
whom 
they passed 


unmolested, 
but with guns pointed 
to- 


ward them. 


They are well mounted 
and 
armed 


each with a revolver, 
besides having 


two Spencer rifles and one shotgun 
in 


the party. 
They took a shotgun and 


other anna from the station.

Littlefleld and Nichols recognized the

ond story, and your foot made a little 
slip on the font of the ladder, bed ad I,
